THE WAR AGAINST OLEO. 


It would seem that there is a growing tend- 
ency in England to combat the growing popu- 
larity of margarine in that country and to 
formulate legislation likely to be as pernic- 
ious and disastrous in its results as any that 
has been passed in this country. This is a 
matter of considerable importance to Ameri- 
can shippers of oleo and cottonseed oils, for 
although but a small percentage of either of 
these is shipped direct to England, that coun- 
try is a very large consumer of Continental 
churned butterine. We are glad, therefore, to 
be in a position to report that, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that attempted anti-oleo legisla- 
tion in England has a strong backing appar- 
ently, the movement, has, so far, made but 
little substantial headway. In dealing with 
matters of this kind, it must be said that the 
British Parliament is absolutely fair and can- 
not readily be induced to knuv’./le under to 
clamor of any kind, particularly if it demands 
such measures of unjust discrimination as 
have characterized oleo legislation in this 
country. 

The sale and manufacture of oleo in Eng- 
land as at present conducted under the law 
known as the “Sale of Food and Drugs Act,” 
is understood to be generally satisfactory, and 
has resulted in margarine being recognized by 
the most fastidious as a healthy, nourishing 
and economical kind of food, as would have 
been the case had the article had the slightest 
degree of fair play in the United States. 
Oleophobia, however, has its victims within 
the domain of John Bull, as well as among 
our liberty-loving legislators on this side, and 


these gentlemen (who, we observe, are termed 
anti-substitutists), have recently taken unto 


themselves the task of amending the law re- 
ferred to. In doing this they have adopted the 
tactics followed in those States where the in- 
dustry of butterine making has received its 
hardest blows, and have tried the compulsory 
coloring dodge. It is difficult from this dis- 
tance to understand why an anti-oleo agita- 
tion in England can make much headway. As 
we said before, the article is well and se- 
curely established there in popular favor. Of 
course, the amount of employment which its 


manufacture gives is relatively small, but, 
nevertheless, its make requires some ingred- 
ients of domestic production. Again, any les- 
sening of its sale would not benefit the Eng- 
lish agriculturists who to-day—to quote an 
exchange—do not produce sufficient butter 
over the entire country ample for a single 
week’s London consumption. 

Any attempt to cripple the business in Eng- 
land would be felt on the Continent, and con- 
sequently by American exporters, and it is 
for this reason that we call the attention of 
the trade to the effort now being made to 
change the existing laws. In the meantime, 
we believe ourselves safe in saying that there 
is little occasion for alarm. 

The proprietors of a packing house in Ten- 
nessee who increased their plant in anticipa- 
tion of an increased business are now lament- 
ing the fact that they cannot get sufficient 
hogs, and what they can get are not of the de- 
sired quality. 

It is not good business to sink a mine until 
reasonably satisfied that it will yield. The 











same remark applies to packing houses. 





MISPLACED CONFIDENCE. 


The Minnesota Packing and Provision Co., 
Ltd., is an English corporation with offices 
in London and an extensive and well-equipped 
packing house at St. Paul, Minn. The latter 
branch of the business has been under the 
management of Messrs. Philip Shufeldt, 
Frank Clifton, William McCaw, Harry Fow- 
ler and Gilbert T. Spilman. Proceedings to 
oust these gentlemen have been commenced 
in St. Paul, and if the charges brought 
against them are correct and can be proven, 
they well deserve to be ousted. The basis of 
the application for removal is that Mr. Shu- 
feldt and his associates own interests in rival 
concerns, the interests of which conflict with 
those of the Minnesota Packing and Provis- 
ion Company. This, however, is a mild way 
of putting it, for the facts as set forth in the 
complaint go to show that these parties, di- 
rectors and officers in a corporation run by 
foreign capital, abused the confidence reposed 
in them and deliberately started rival con- 
cerns which were run at the expense of the 
company whose interests the persons named 
were expected to look after, and whose busi- 
ness it was reasonably expected they would 
endeavor to build up. They are also accused 
of other very disgraceful conduct. This mat- 
ter has already been alluded to in our news 
columns. We hope that the accused persons 
will be able to clear themselves of the very 
serious charges embodied in the complaint 
from London. We wish this just as much for 
the sake of the fair name of American enter- 
prise as for anything else. If “public office 
is a public trust,” then private stewardship, 
such as that under notice, is a sacred one. 
We cannot conceive any conduct more low, 
mean or contemptible than that charged 
against Mr. Shufeldt and his associates, and 
if only one-half of the charges are true they 
should not only be put out but kicked out. 

There is a good deal of foreign capital in- 
vested in American packing houses, and we 
have often heard murmurings of dissatisfac- 
tion from stockholders on the other side and 
complaints that profits were eaten up in big 
salaries, etc., but nothing more serious or 
tending to lessen foreign confidence in Amer- 
ican investments has come under our obser- 
vation in the history of the meat trade.

The convention of cotton oil mill superin- 
tendents to be held at Houston, Texas, May 
5 and 6, is a matter of more than ordinary in- 
terest in that industry, not alone in America 
but abroad. Such gatherings have been held 
before and have been moderately effectual in 
bringing together for an interchange of ideas 
some of the leading experts of the South. In- 
teresting papers relative to the various proc- 
esses of oil milling, with their incidental de- 
tails, have been read and debated upon at 
these conventions, and no one can very well 
deny but that much good to the business 
generally has resulted therefrom. That the 
very apparent advantages of these annual 
meetings have not been more generally 
availed of by superintendents in other States,

favorable. But the utter lack of activity and 
fading hope of improved conditions in any 
branch of trade are a handicap to all kinds of 
business, as those who bought in 
of better times this year, 
falsely-promised boom, have become 
and tired out. Besides, tariff agitation is 
threatening to close up present outlets to for- 
eign countries for our products still further, 
as Germany and France, two of our best cus- 
tomers, next to Great Britain, are already 
agitating higher duties on American products 
in retaliation for our proposed higher tariff. 
No men get out of 
slough of despond than they are cast into an- 
other by the politicians of both parties, there 
seeming to be no more statesmen in this coun- 
try who can rise above their political 
roundings. In fact, business men of both par- 
ties are becoming thoroughly disgusted and 
disheartened at the utter lack of patriotism 
and statesmenship in our national councils. 
No sooner were their fears of financial dis- 
aster abated or removed by the late election, 
than the insatiate greed of the trusts de- 
manded the launching of a new tariff bill, de- 
signed especially for their benefit, instead of 
for the general business of the country, which 
was already depressed by overproduction. In- 
however, of legislating to open wider 
markets to our producers, 
deliberately and systematically to work to 
diminish the outlets for this overproduction, 
which we already enjoy, in order that favored 
monopolies and manufacturers might alone 
reap advantages from a higher tariff. The 
nations of the world wil! trade first with 
those who exchange products on an equitable 
basis, and not with who refuse this 
and endeavor to exclude them, We cannot ex- 
pect to play this game and all the ef- 
forts that have been the provision 
trade to counteract legislation in 
Europe against meat thus 
overthrown and rendered worthless by this 
proposed legislation at Washington in the in- 
terests of manufacturers, at the expense of all 
the agricultural, industrial and 
commercial interests of the country. So long 
as this condition of things exists there is lit- 
tle hope of general improvement in our prod- 
uce markets. Already this agitation has 
brought about the prospect of increased du- 
ties in Germany and France on our products

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during the campaign. But this rude and 
speedy violation of its promises is the reward 
to the business men of the country, who sup- 
ported the successful candidate, irrespective 
of party, upon the financial issue alone, and 
upon the distinct pledge that we should have 
no more prohibitive tariff; but that it should 
be reconstructed first and foremost to give 
sufficient revenue for the conduct of 
the Government, and incidentally give 
our manufacturers’ sufficient advantage 
over foreigners in our home markets 
tu enable them to compete successfully 
and keep their works in operation. In- 
stead, however, they propose shutting up our 
increasing export outlets for manufactured 
goods, as well as for raw material, by in- 
creasing the cost, and thus still further in- 
crease our present overproduction and render 
the continuous running of our manufactories 
impossible. This, no doubt, is at the bottom 
of the present almost universal and unex- 
ampled depression in this country, except in 
times of actual panic. Hence holders of all 
classes of property for higher prices are 
throwing them overboard. Such is the opinion 
by the business men of the country of the legis- 
lation at Washington by the party that prom- 
ised them prosperity if they would return it 
to power. Under these conditions, no matter 
how strong statistically the position of hog 
products may be, as is the case in wheat and 
other cereal products, there is little if any 
prospect of much higher prices until actual 
demand overtakes supply, of which there is 
no immediate indication. As regards the situ- 
ation abroad, there is much the same indispo- 
sition to take hold of our products as there is 
by the trade at home, evidently expecting or 
fearing lower prices, while stocks on the other 
side are still ample. Even the talk of higher 
duties on American products fails to stimu- 
late demand in anticipation thereof, as has 
also been the case so far in beef fats and cot- 
ton oil, as noted under their respective heads. 
Whether this.is due to a disbelief on the 
other side in the retaliatory legislation prom- 
ised or threatened, or to over supplies and 
bad trade, it is impossible to say, but to use 
the words of Mr. Carl Dreier, of the Wilcox 
Company, sent from the Continent, “These 
markets are so dull that Gabriel himself could 
not resurrect them.” Cash business East and 
West has been as quiet as for the previous 
week; in fact, more so, owing to the inter- 
ruption of a holiday in Chicago, on account 
of local election. The only exception has been 
in pork, in which the sales amounted to near- 
ly 1,000 bbls. in New York on Tuesday, ow- 
ing to an accumulation of West India orders, 
and the arrival of vessels from those mar- 
kets. But otherwise export demand has been 
almost unheard of, except for small lots to fill 
out old shipment. The chief exporters report 
no demand whatever from the English mar- 
kets for the week thus far, either for lard or 
meat, Western or city, and the late activity 
in bellies has completely subsided, while the 
domestic demand for the latter has only been 
of a peddling character. The trade in meats 
at the West for the Wastern and Middle 
States has been extremely light, and at rather 
easier prices, sales having been reported of 
only two cars of skinned hams each month 
for June, July and August, one car of 16-ID 
S. P. hams each for the same months and one 
ear of 14-ID 8. P. hams each for May, June 
and July, all on the basis of 8%c., spot, Chi- 
cago, for 16s. Transactions in bellies at New 
York up to midweek amounted to only 30,000 





Td, in lots, at 5%c. for 10-ID ribs, loose, and 
544c. for 12-Ib ditto, with the latter weak and 
offered at that price, without buyers on 
Wednesday. Otherwise transactions have 
been of only a trifling character, with 100 
spot lard on Saturday at New York at 
4.37%4c. for Western; three tanks ditto, 
4.12%6c.; city, 4.10c. bid, 4.124%4c. asked. Fu- 
tures in Chicago declined 17%4c. on pork and 
closed 244c. over the bottom; 10c. on lard, and 
rallied 244c.; ribs ditto, with 30,000 hogs esti- 
mated for Monday at Chicago and 120,000 
for the week. 

On Monday the market opened steady to 
firmer on lighter receipts of hogs than ex- 
pected by 10,000, being only 20,000 at Chi- 
cago, but 47,000 West, against 42,000 a year 
ago. Yet the packers turned sellers again, in 
face of the larger export of both lard and 
meats at the Atlantic coast last week, with 
rumors of spot lard at New York at 4.32%4c. 
in tierces, two tanks selling at 4.05c., and city 
offered at the same price. Refined lard for 
the Continent was reduced to 4.60c., but for 
other markets held at old prices, but nominal. 
Spot sales of pork, New York, were 250 
bbls. at previous prices. 

On Tuesday Chicago was closed, as noted 
above, and the New York markets were sim- 
ply nominal and unchanged, except for city 
lard, which sold at 3.90c. in a small way, with 
4c. asked. Spot Western quoted 4.25@4.30c. 
and tank ditto 3.90@4c. Refined for South 
America was reduced to 4.95c., Brazil to 
6.05c. Sales of pork were on this day 800 
bbls. at the former range, although generally 
at inside prices. Receipts of hogs in Chicago 
were 19,000, against 17,000 estimated, with 
43,000 West, against 40,000 last year. Prices 
of hogs were 5@10c. lower in Chicago, but 
steady in New York on light supplies. 

Wednesday’s market in Chicago opened 
irregular and lower and unchanged to 2'4c. 
off on pork, to break 1244c. and recover 24@ 
5e., although easing off later in the day and 
closing near the bottom. Lard opened 2c. 
off, recovered it and lost 5c., closing 5c. off for 
the day; ribs opened 5c. off, recovered 2\4c. 
and lost 5c., closing 10c. off for the day. Hogs 
in New York were easier in sympathy with 
the West. Chicago received 23,000 and the 
West 63,000, against 43,000 a year ago. Cash 
lard, New York, was 4.25c. and city 3.90c.; 
tanks nominal at 3.90@4c., with no transac- 
tions reported. 

Beef products have been dull and un- 
changed, without feature, except as before 
noted, and only a jobbing home or export 
trade in any grades. Tongues are still firm, 
as the season approaches, but not yet active.

WEIGHT OF CATTLE BY MEASURE- 
MENT. 


Measure the girth close behind the shoulder 
and the length from the forepart of the 
shoulder blade along the back to the bone at 
the tail, which is in a vertical line with the 
buttock, both in feet. Multiply the square of 
the girth, expressed in feet, by five times the 
length, and divide the product by 21; the 
quotient is the weight, nearly of the four 
quarters, in imperial stones of 14 ID avoirdu- 
pois. For example, if the girth be 6 feet, and 
the length 5% feet, we shall have 6 x 6 = 36, 
and 5% x 5 = 26%; then 36 x 26% = 945, and 
this divided by 21 gives 45 stones exactly. It 
is to be observed, however, that in very fat 
cattle the four quarters will be about one- 
twentieth more, while in those in a very lean 
state, they will be one-twentieth less than the 
weight obtained by the rule.—Mark Lane Ex- 
press Almanac.

The conditions that have characterized the 
hide market for some time past continue. Light 
traffic, indifferent supply and well maintained 
prices, remain the distinguishing features. A 
slightly increased disposition to buy on the 
part of tanners reflects their urgent need, as 
they will buy nothing excepting such stock 
as is in immediate demand. It is very prob- 
able that even a slight concession in the price 
of hides would give a decided impetus to the 
tanning industry throughout the country, and 
that the demand would quickly verge on the 
supply limit. As this, however, is a some- 
what remote contingency, it is hardly worthy 
of consideration. As hides are not at all like- 
ly to be lower in price, in the near future, at 
any rate, and as the accumulations of leather 
are comparatively light in addition to the well 
known fact that there is no surfeit of sale- 
able shoes represented in the retail stocks of 
this country, it would seem that the present 
volume of leather production is hardly ade- 
quate to the prospective demand. If as ru- 
mored the inception of the short-haired hide 
season should cause an advance in prices, this 
would constitute another and effective bar-

GRUBS IN HIDES AND SKINS. 


(Continued from last week.) 

The results obtained by the Farmers’ Re- 
view in its recent investigation are summar- 
ized as follows (Insect Life, vol. 2, p. 157): 

Irom the reports received the approximate 
percentage of grubby cattle and the average 
loss on grubby hides for the principal stock 
raising States of the Mississippi Valley have 
been estimated as follows (Aug. 7, 1889): 

Illinois.—73 per cent. of the cattle market- 
ed in the grubby season are infested with 
grubs. ‘The average loss on a grubby hide is 
one-third. Iowa.—71 per cent. of the cattle 
in the majority of counties are grubby in the 
season specified. Loss on grubby hides one- 
third. Indiana.—48 per cent. of the cattle 
grubby. Loss on hides one-third. Wisconsin. 
—e per cent. of cattle grubby. Loss on hides 
one-third. Ohio.—56 per cent. of cattle grub 
by. Loss on hides one-third. Missouri.—57 per 
cert. of cattle grubby. 
third. Kansas.—GO per cent. of cattle grub 
by. hides one-third. Kentucky.- 
57 per cent. of cattle grubby. Loss on hides 
one-third. In Minnesota and Dakota grubs 
are practically unknown among cattle. In 
Nebraska they are not very bad where found: 
twelve counties report an average of 40 per 
cent. The rest heard from are free of the 
the Grubby hides are “docked” one- 
third of their value. In Michigan 61 per cent. 
of the cattle are infested with grubs in the 
southern and middle counties. In the north- 
ern counties they are unknown or very scarce. 
Grubby hides sell for one-third 
sound ones. 

The amount of this loss can be better ap 
preciated perhaps by reproducing in condensed 
form the approximate estimate of the loss on 
the hides of cattle received at the Union Stock 
Yards of Chicago during the grubhy season, 
which includes the months from January to 
June. Using the reports by States above giv- 
en as a basis, it is estimated that 50 per cent. 
of the cattle received are grubby. The aver- 
age value of a hide is placed at $3,90; and

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er duties should go into effect. The utter lack 
of this feature of the situation at this time is 
a surprise to the trade. As to supplies of 
soap stocks, on the other side, there still con- 
tinues to be a plethora, both on the Continent 
and in the U. K., as a rule, with less export 
demand for beef fats, if not for lard greases, 
than there has been for oil. The demand for 
the latter in Mediterranean markets has still 
been chiefly supplied by England at prices 
sufficiently under our markets, even at the late 
decline, to take the great bulk of the trade, 
and apparently there is an abundance of 
Egyptian seed to keep up this supply still 
longer, if not until the next crop. To offset 
this lack of export demand, however, stocks 
on this side are unusually light, and, when 
compared with a year ago, perhaps suflicient- 
ly so to counterbalance decreased require- 
ments; although late estimates of the trade, 
published previously in this article, are gen- 
erally considered too low, except for the stock 
in New York, which was given at 25,000 to 
30,000 bblis., and is generally believed to be 
about correct, as much less stock, in propor- 
tion to the whole, is being held North this 
year than last, the mills pow holding the bulk 
of their production at the mills or at interior 
points. But some of the best statistical au- 
thorities in the trade claim that interior 
stocks are much larger than producers have 
admitted; and one of these estimates the total 
stock in the United States at from 200,000 to 
250,000 bbls., against more than double that 
amount a year ago, when Hopkins, Dwight 
& Co. held over 40,000 bbls. alone in New 
York for their customers. This, of course, is 
but an estimate, as have been those published 
before in this article; for, unfortunately, 
nothing but estimates or guesses exist in this 
trade as to the statistical position. Hence 
it is always a game of blind man’s buff, as it 
was a year ago, when the “insiders,” who 
thought they knew all about it, got the worst 
buffeting for want of accurate knowledge 
on this subject. Yet it will be remembered 
that the efforts of “The National Provision- 
er,” backed by some of the leading producers 
in the trade, and by several of the State or- 
ganizations of crushers at the South, in favor 
of establishing reliable statistics of cotton oil, 
were unavailing, a year ago, because of the 
refusal of other and more influential produc- 
ers to co-operate. It would seem, after their 
repeated experiences, as though this policy 
would be abandoned, although it may be 
that those “inside” find out more nearly the 
actual supplies than they are apparently able 
to do or willing to admit. But their estimates, 


lieved. In relation to the domestic demand 
for oil this year, compared with last, there is 
but little more encouraging than in the ex- 
port trade; for although soap makers 
bought more during December and January 
this year than last at the West, compound 
lard refiners took much less, as the price of 
pure lard has been so low that compound has 
been very largely driven out of consumption, 
both at home and abread. Yet the purchases 
then made were chiefly by concerns engaged 
in the manufacture of both compound lard 
and soap, namely, Fairbank and Armour, and 
they were more generally credited to the re- 
finers than to the soap makers at the time 
they were reported. Outside of the 3,000 
bbls. above reported (sold by Hopkins, Dwight 
& Co.), there has been nothing but job lots 
done, in any grade, in the New York market 
so far. Crude in barrels has been nominal at 
20c., while white has been obtainable at 
2544e. and butter oil at the same price, in 
small lots, and winter at 28@28%c., but no 
considerable amount could have been placed 
at these figures. In tank oil at the South 
only a few have been reported, and at 15%éc. 
at near coast mills, with sellers at that at the | 
Southeast coast, and very few bids above 
15¢c., and none of those, even, for Western 
account, so far as reported. 

It is too early as yet to learn what effect 
the disastrous floods in the Mississippi Valley 
will have upon the next crop, which has not | 
yet become a factor in the market.

LEATHER MEN PROTEST. 

A preliminary meeting was held Thursday 
afternoon at the Hide and Leather Club, 
Gold and Cliff streets, New York, of repre 
sentatives of the leather, harness, shoe and 
kindred trades, for the purpose of taking 
active and prompt action in reference to the 
proposed duty on hides by Congress. After 
the meeting Charles A. Schieren, ex-Mayor 
of Brooklyn, who was elected chairman, in 
voicing the sentiments of the meeting, said: 
“The trade learned, on reliable authority, that 
the Finance Committee of the Senate pro- 
posed to take hides and skins from the free 
list and put 2 cents per pound duty on them. 
Such action by the Government the 
utter destruction of our export trade in leath- 
er, shoes, etc. Since 1871, when hides were 
placed on the free list, we built up an enor- 
mous export trade, which amounted to over 
$20,000,000, and gave employment over 
100,000 workmen in the tanneries and shoe 
factories last year. The shoe men 
beginning to export their to South 
America and other countries. In leather belt- 
ing we export to almost every country on the 
globe. All this trade will revert back again 
to the English and Germans if our Govern 
ment places a duty on raw material, and will 
be entirely lost to this country.””

MANUFACTURE. OF OLEO OIL. 


The fats used are the caul, ruffle, gut and 
good fresh kidney, also trimmings off the 
tripe. To make a _ standard oil with the 
proper flavor and clean tasting, the fats 
should never be allowed on the slaughter- 
house floor. As the fat is taken from the ani- 
mal it should be put in clean boxes, or carts, 
expressly made for the purpose, and taken 
away promptly to the wash vat. The fat 
should not be crowded or allowed to remain 
long in the wash vat before removing to an- 
other vat, and so on until properly cooled. A 
sprinkler over the first two vats is certainly 
an improvement. One corner of the wash 
vat should be partitioned off within three 
inches of the bottom, so as to let the water 
from the bottom of the vat flow out at the 
top. The animal heat should all be taken out 
before going to the hasher. The cooler the 
fat which goes to the hasher the better. 
In the first place, you have a better yield, as 
the knives do better work. You also have a 
better flavor, as the water separates better 
in the melting kettle. Some of the large pack- 
ers are washing the fat after it leaves the 
hasher, before going into the melting kettle. 
This is certainly proper, as the more blood 
soaked out of the fat gives it a more neutral 
flavor and cleaner taste, being free from any 
after taste. The melter must have his kettles 
perfectly clean and hot before putting in the 
fat and gradually bringing the heat up to 
155° when the kettle is half full. Put about 
a shovelful of salt evenly over the fat. When 
the kettle is full, sprinkle another shovelful 
over. After the fat is melted to 155° shut 
off steam and allow stuff to settle, and 
sprinkle over with half a shovelful of salt to 





help to settle—it will take about fifteen min- 
utes to settle—then let down with syphon 
pipe very carefully into cone kettle (if you 
have one), and settle over half an hour; then 
let down into small kettle very carefully, and 
settle one-half to two hours. A fine strainer, 
either cloth or perforated tin, should be used. 
As the stock passes from one kettle to an- 
other it should be kept at 135°, in small ket- 
tles, and drawn off through strainer into seed- 
ing truck at this temperature. 

To make a good, clean tasting stock care 
should be taken that no water passes from 
the melting kettle into the cone of small ket- 
tles, as the scrap flavor of this water is re- 
tained in the stock and stays in the oil and 
stearine, which reduces the quality of both, 
no matter how little of the flavor is retained. 
The experts in Burope find it, and offer a 
price according. Some melters do not use the 
cone kettle; they go directly into the small 
settling kettles. In this case, the stock should 
settle at least three hours. After the stock 
goes into the seeding truck it should go im- 
mediately into the seeding room and be al- 
lowed to stand quietly for forty-eight hours 
at a temperature of 85°. Where the steam 
pipes go all around the room, care should be 
taken in not having the seeding trucks too 
close to pipes, as it won’t allow the stock to 
seed properly. Consequently, when the stock 
goes to press the oil and stearine are both 
smooth and do not grain properly in the 
tierces. This smooth oil, no matter how good 
the flavor, will sell away below standard. It 
also has not the keeping qualities. The oil 
staying in the stearine also deteriorates this 
product, not standing the proper test for 
hardness. 

The stock should be evenly mixed by 
stirring with the hands, before going to 
presses. The press cloths should be washed 
daily. Care should be taken that all the soda 
is washed out of the cloths before going into 
the dry room. The dry room should be prop- 
erly aired as often as possible. The cloths 
should be thoroughly dried before the stock 
is put into them. These facts should be care- 
fully attended to, as their neglect, no matter 
how small it is, lowers the grade. The oil 
from the press is generally run into a receiv- 
ing tank and drawn off into tierces at 108° 
or 110°. There are different ways of receiv- 
ing the oil from the presses, all giving the 
same result. There are different grades of 
press cloth in use. No. 10 or No. 12 U. 8. 
duck is most generally used. It is not neces- 
sary to sew tape on the raw edges of the 
cloth, or hem them. It is an unnecessary ex- 
pense. It is a fact that the most experienced 
oil men get into a rut and wonder why their 
oil does not bring the market price, or the 
stearine reach up to the standard grade. 
They’ think everything about the factory is 
going on just the same as it always did, but 
they will find some little detail has been 
neglected. We know that the quality of fat 
is everything, but a careful manager will do 
better with poor fat than a careless manager 
with good fat. At present prices it does not 
pay to make a poor grade of oil, not even a 
second quality.

CURER, CINCINNATI.—For curing hocks 
and feet use 80°* pickle with 14% MD good 
coarse sugar and 5 oz. saltpeter per 100 ID 
meat. May be shipped in ten days without 
changing pickle. Another method of packing 
hocks and feet is to put them in 90° brine for 
about five days, when they may be taken out 
and parboiled, then packed in kegs in spiced 
vinegar, which may be made as follows: Take 
two large barrels and put in each forty gal- 
lons condensed water, then add to each bar- 
rel acetic acid 5 TM, molasses 2 gallons, yeast 
2 quarts, mixing well and allowing to stand 
about two weeks, when you will have a good 
vinegar. Must be kept in warm place and 
plenty of air allowed to get to mixture. In 
this way you will have a supply of vinegar 
always on hand. Should you require stronger 
vinegar, add The spicing to be 
added when packing.

T. B., TRENTON.—The Westphalia hams 
are made as follows: Well rubbed with dry 
salt and left to drain twenty-four hours. 
Then take 2 quarts of salt, 2 quarts of bag 
(rock) salt, 3 TM of brown sugar, 1 ID salt- 
peter, 4 oz. sal prunilla, 4 oz. juniper berries, 
well mixed and boiled in six quarts of water. 
The brine is then cooled and skimmed. The 
hams are taken from the salt and wiped 
dry, and the cold pickle pourned over them 
and rubbed in, There should be enough brine 
to cover the meat. Turn the meat every sec- 
ond day for three weeks; then take them out 
and wipe dry; a mixture of ground pepper, 
salt and bran is thoroughly rubbed in, filling 
all cracks and openings.

D. A. W., TRENTON.—According to the 
rules of the New York Produce Exchange, bar- 
rels and tierces shall be new and made from 
well-seasoned white or burr oak, free from 
objectionable sap. The dimensions of barrels 
shall be about as follows: Staves, five-eighths 
of an inch thick and thirty inches long; heads, 
eighteen inches, one inch thick in center and 
three-eighths at bevel; hoops, hickory or 
white oak, or other good wood; barrels, not 
less than eleven-sixteenths hooped. Tierces 
for hams or beef shall be as follows: Dimen- 
sions, about thirty-two inches long; twenty to 
twenty-one-inch heads; staves chamfered at 
the head; quality of staves and hoops same 
as on barrels; eleven-sixteenths hooped.

MOTTLED SOAP.—There are two 
of mottled soaps known—one very 
kind, having a faint grey mottle 
through its substance; this mottle was orig- 
inally obtained by using rather impure fats 
and alkaites; a more modern kind of mottled 
soap is that having a prominent mottle 
grain of a blue, red or other color which is 
artificially produced. We will speak of the 
grey kind first. 
| The mottle is produced in the following 
manner: The fats and alkalies used are often, 
in the early days were, largely contaminated 
with earthy matters and metallic impurities; 
these, acting upon the fats, formed metallic 
soaps, differing in color from the main body 
of soap which was formed by the alkali. These 
earthy or metallic soaps become entangled in 
the soap as it cools down in the frame and 
impart to it a mottled appearance, the char- 
acter and extent of which depended upon the 
character and amount of the impurities pres- 
ent. 

To produce mottled soap of a good grain re- 
quires some experience in soap boiling; th« 
method usually followed is to make a soap 
out of bone grease, kitchen grease, bleached 
palm oil or common tallows, using low grades 
of caustic and adding a large excess of it. 
The soap is well boiled, and then it is boiled 
down with some lye until it begins to curd 
out; it is at once run into the frames, and 
these are covered over with cloths to keep 
the heat in. During the cooling the metallic 
soaps tend to aggregate together, and so pro- 
duce the mottle. One of the chief arts in mak- 
ing a mottle soap lies in the boiling; if boiled 
too long it sets too soon, and the mottling has

long enough, then it is apt to contain an ex- 
cess of lye and the mottling settles out too 
quickly. 

It sometimes happens that the soap will not 
mottle properly on account of the fact that 
there are not sufficient impurities present. In 
such case the soap maker imitates the mottle 
by adding for a grey mottle, a little animal 
black, or even black oxide of manganese for 
what known as Castile soap; and some 
makes of the Marseilles soaps have a green 
mottle which turns red on exposure to the 
air: this is produced by adding near to the 
end of the boiling a little copperas (ferrous 
sulphate)—\4 ID to 200 ID of soap will be sufti- 
posit of green hydroxide of iron; so long as 
this remains unexposed to the air it keeps its 
green color, but when exposed by cutting 
fresh surfaces of the soap it turns red, which 
remains permanent. It may also be added 
that in making these soaps green olive oils 
form the chief basis for them, with 
sionally the use of hempseed, poppy seed, 
nigre and sesame oils. 
COMMON BLUE 
more recent introduction 
soaps (just described) is a soap with a large 
blue mottle much used in households for 
scrubbing floors and other rough cleaning 
purposes. These soaps are very strongly de- 
tergent and contain silicate of soda.

The collection and compilation of data of 
pork packing in the United States by the Cin- 
cinnati Price Current for the year ending 
March 1 has been completed. 

The returns show the packing in the West 
9,980,000 for the eight 
months of the summer season, ending Nov. 
1, and 6,949,000 for the four months of the 
winter season, ending March 1—a total of 
16,929,000 for the which has been 
equaled but once previously, in 1890-91, when 
the total was 17,713,000 hogs. As compared 
with 1895-96 the late summer season gained 
1.785.000, the winter season gained 133,000, 
and the year 1,918,000. The summer seasou 
exceeded any previous year, the nearest ap- 
proach being 9,540,000 in 1890. The number

The average cost of hogs the past winter 
for the Western packing was $3.30 per 100 
Ib, the lowest average since 1852-53, with but 
two exceptions, $2.42 for 1861-62, and $2.85 
for 1878-79. The Western packing had not 
reached a total of 2,000,000 hogs in any sea- 
son previous to 1852-53. For ten years prior 
to the past season the cost averaged $4.50. 
Prices of hogs have been comparatively low 
during the entire year, the average for the 
eight summer months and for the four winter 
months being the same—making the year’s 
average the lowest since the industry became 
an all-the-year business. 

A comparison of the export clearances of 
hog product for four months, Nov. 1 to March 
1, is shown in the following compilation, coy- 
ering ten winter seasons previous to the one 
just closed.

NOT DUE TO OUR TARIFF, SAYS 
FRANCE. 


A correspondent in Paris, writing to the 
New York Journal of Commerce, denies the 
assumption that the in the French 
tariff on exported American hog products is 
due to the tariff changes of this 
country, but that on the contrary the restrict- 
ive measures are taken by the French nation 
for protection to their own producers.

M. Meline, whose word has so long been 
law in everything that concerns the French 


tariff system, especially insisted in the Sen- 
ate on the needs of the native industry of 
manufactured pork products (chareuterie fab 
riquee) such as sausages and the like. 

The accusation has been definitely made in 
Parliament (without mentioning any particu- 
lar country), that lard is imported which con- 
tains only 20 per cent. of the hog product, 
plus 20 per cent. of calf-fat, 20 per cent. of 
mutton and the rest “chemical compositions.” 
The Americans are practically the only ex- 
porters of lard into France to be considered. 
In 1896, of a total importation of 14,916,800 
kilos, the United States furnished 13,035,400. 
M. Dessarges, who has hunted out this fraud, 
was fair enough to disclose similar proceed- 
ings at home. He cited the names of well 
known establishments near Paris, where sau- 
sages, sold as pork meat, are made in reality 
of horse meat. These which are 
sold at 30 centimes a kilo (less than 3 cents 
a pound) cost the manufacturer % cent per 
pound.

PORK PACKING. 


Packing returns for the week show a total 
of 265,000 hogs, compared with 276,000 for 
the preceding week and 250,000 for corres- 
ponding time last year, for the West, making 
a total of 1,510,000 since March 1, compared 
with 1,135,000 a year ago. It thus appears 
that the past month has exceeded any pre- 
vious record for number of hogs handled by 
Western packers in the month of March, the 
nearest approach being two years ago, when 
1,235,000 was the record. The completed com- 
pilations of the winter packing in the West 
fix the total at 6,949,000 hogs, an increase of 
133,000, compared with last year; the aver- 
age weight about 4 pounds increase. Special 
reports show the number of hogs packed since 
March 1 as follows:

Thursday's markets opened irregular at the 
West and generally easier, though in some 
case higher, although receipts of hogs at Chi- 
cago were 5,000 under the estimate, but 45,-

changed to 5e. off, with packing for the week 
at the West 250,000 against 260,000 hogs last 
year. There was still liquidation by the longs 
and hammering by the shorts; but the latter 
proved better buyers than sellers; and, helped 
by an advance in wheat of over le. a bushel 
pork closed 5 to 7¥%e. up for the day; lard 
2loc. and bid, and ribs 5e., after a fairly active 
trade. But spot business, both at the West 
and Kast was reported very limited, at about 
former prices, except for clear bellies, of 
which 50,000 Ibs. sold at 6c. dry salted and 
ie. in pickle for Cuba, which took 250,000 
Ibs. by last Saturday's steamer, for the Span- 
ish army, at those figures. There was also a 
little better local demand for city cured hams, 
of which 4,000 to 5,000 pieces sold at 9@9\4ec, 
and 2,000 shoulders at 5\44c.; smoking bellies, 
while ribs do. were dull and easy at last 
quotations. 400 bbls. mess pork sold at 25e. 
decline, $8.75@9.25 for mess, only, while lard 
was nominal at $4.30 asked for, Western 
$4.02% for do. in tanks, with no demand, re- 
fining or export reported. 100 tes. of city sold 
at $3.90 for refining, but nothing for Cuba 
has been reported for the week. 

Iriday’s markets opened liigher with hogs 
twa10e. up net, though receipts were about 
as estimated. But there was no more buying 
and less stuff for sale, in spite of a “4c. lower 
wheat market. Lard gained 5c. in fine ham; 
pork and ribs, 7446@10e., and the May option 
was the strongest, indicating that shorts were 
the buyers and getting uneasy. There is still 
some fear that there may be a squeeze of 
shorts in that month, and this may turn the 
market up still further. At the close the mar- 
ket was 7i4c. up Friday on pers and ribs, 
and 5e. on lard after fair trade. New York 
was dull on spot lard with no export, and lit- 
tle or no refining demand. Only 100 bbls. 
of pork were reported at all; last prices 500 
city pickled shoulders, 5%4c.; 1,000 do. hams, 
11 and 12 lbs., at 9%c. Sales of city packed 
beef per week were better; 400 tes. extra In- 
dia mess and 500 bbls. packed and family at 
quotations.

Thursday’s markets were practically nom- 
inal, at unchanged prices, though the feeling 
was easy, with sellers of city tallow at 3%c.; 
no buyers at that price, and very few at 
3\4c., without a sale for the week, and only 
150 hhds., due on weekly contracts, which 
will go in at 3%c., simply because that was 
the last price, n Sg | only 60,000 Tb 
were sold at 34@3%c., with free offerings, to 
arrive, and some accumulations on the spot. 
The same is true of most interior markets, as 
well as of the seaboard, for production, 
though reduced, is still ahead of home con- 
sumption, with no export outlet. Even Cin- 
cinnati and Chicago, which were scouring 
outside markets three months ago for every- 
thing offered, are now trying to sell No. 2 
tallow at New York, with very few, if any, 
export orders at the late price, c., Chicago, 
at which the last export sales were reported 


in our two last issues; 3%c. is the nominal 
price there for No. 1, but that is too high for 
shipment East, and demand West is too slow 
to take current production. In oleo stearine 
4%<c. is still the nominal price, without sales 
reported, while some Western pressers were 
offering at that price and New York asking 
444c., with considerable out-of-town stock of- 
fering in the New York market at the inside 
figure, with little or no demand. Lard stear- 
ines were offered at last quotations, and also 
neglected. Oleo oils were still firm at 41@42 
florins, Rotterdam, for choice to fancy brands, 
at which 500 bbls. were reported sold, in ad- 
dition to that previously reported. There was 
no change or new feature, and nothing but a 
jobbing trade in animal oils at old prices. 

Friday’s markets were still dull, and tallow 
showed more signs of weakness than hitherto, 
as it has been a held market for some time 
both East and West, and accumulations are 
beginning to press for sale without bringing 
any response or inquiry whatever from ex- 
porters for any market. Only jobbing sales 
of country were reported in tallow, nothing 
in city and equally nothing in either lard or 
oleo stearines, which were offered at quota- 
tions. Chicago offered No. 2 packers’ tallow 
to exporters at 25¢c. there, and wanted bids, 
with no demand, and greases have been al- 
most as neglected by exporters this week. City 
tallow could not be sold at over 3c. regular. 

After Change hours yesterday (Friday) 100 
hhds, of special tallow at 3%c. were sold and 
200 bbls. of United and Harrison at 42.
